Defence Minister Shimon Peres 
said Friday night the Arabs are 
planning a military attack on 
Israel “m a matter of months. 

“We have information that the 
Arabs are to attack 
the State of Israel in a matter 
of months — six, nine or twelve 
months,” Peres said.in a televi- 
sion interview. 

This was based on information 
collected during the past weeks, 
mainly from Syria, he said. 

Mr. Peres said Syria waa “ex- 
tremist, impatient and overflow- 
ing with armaments.” He said 
Syria’s air force was atready 
stronger than that of Egypt 
“while its patience is far shorter.” 

Syria says “since Israel is not 
prepared to withdraw from the 
Golan Heights we must resume 
fighting at some time or an- 
other,” stated Peres.

This has been the most serious 
test yet faced by the new Rebin 
government and efforts are being 
Made to settle the matter without 
ἃ physical confrontation. 

NRP sources last night assured 
this reporter “there won't be any- 
thing sensational happening” when 
Monday morning dawns in Sebastia. 

One face-saving scheme reported- 
ly mooted was for the families to 
transfer a3 a first move to the 
nearby army camp at Tubas. Pre- 
mier Yitehak Rabin and Defence 
Minister Shimon Peres are said to 
favour such an idea. A similar offer 
was made in the previous abortive 
settlement bid near Nablus earlier 
this year. There was also specula- 
tion over the weekend that the 
group might be offered as an alter- 
native site the settlement 
point of Mahane-Yosef, some ten 
Kilometres from Sebastia, midway 
between Nablus and the outpost 
of Mehuta. 

There were unconfirmed reports 
that Mr. Peres had mooted the Ma- 
hane-Yosef proposal in his weekend 
talks with Likud and NRP leaders. 
Mr. Peres was said to be seeking the 
best way of quickly defusing a 
potentially dangerous situation. 

A communique issued after the

Hundreds of Israelis defiantly 
remained in Sebastia over the 
weekend in support of a group 
of 150 would-be settlers attempt- 
img to put up a Jewish settlement 
— “Hilon Moreh” — around the 
former two-storey Turkish rail- 
way station north of Nablus. At 
one point yesterday crowd 
in the make-shift tent camp num- 
bered an estimated 2,000. 

Although the military authorities 
surrounded the area with a ring of 
checkpoints, hundreds of supporters 
of the settiers, including members 
of the right-wing and religious par- 
Hes, evaded the roadblocks, reach- 
ing the camp. on foot or by driving 
through side dirt-roads, 
᾿ Decpite decléretions trat they were 
“here to stay,” many of the settlers 
appeared yeserday to be uncertain 
about the immediate future. Unlike 
the first two days, their spokesman 
yesterday refused to issue any state- 
ment to newsmen, but they indicat- 
ed that the Government might move 
to evict them by tomorrow morning, 
after the Tisha B'Av fast. 

On Friday, the settlers — who 
include rabbis, professors, and for- 
Mer army officers as well as women 
and children—started making prepa- 
rations for the Sabbath and the 
Tisha B’Av fast. Spirited arguments 
developed in the afternoon after re- 
ports were received that the Gov- 
ernment has offered to allow them 
to go to Mahane Yosef, a former 
Jordanian army camp on the east- 
ern slopes of the Samarian hills, 
near the Jordan Valley. 


PUBLIC SYMPATHY 

Likud leader Menahem Begin, 
M.E., brought news of the offer to 
the camp after meeting with De- 
fence Minister Shimon Peres on 
Friday morning. He reportedly told 
them that only his personal imter- 
vention had prevented a confronta- 
tion between the settlers and the 
Army. Advising the settlers to ac- 
cept the offer, he warned that a 
clash with the Army would cost 
them public sympathy. 

Ttim reports that NRP 
Members Zevulun Hammer and Ye- 
huda Ben-Meir, who accompanied 
Mr. Begin, supported his position. 
‘The news agency reported Mr. Begin 
as saying after his with 
the settlers’ Jeaders that they had 
accepted the offer in principle. How- 
ever, it was learned that many die- 
ards were opposed, insisting that 
their settlement go up near Nablus. 

Friday began with a fiag-raising 
ceremony at the railway station, 
the name of which was “officially” 
changed from Saudiya to THilon 
Moreh.

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Thousands at Wall 
for Tisha B’Av

Both mourning and merriment 
were in evidence at the Western 
Wall in Jerusalem last night, the 
1,904th anniversery of the destruc- 
tion of the Second Temple by the 
Romans and the eighth Tisha B'Av 
since the holy site was returned to 
Jewish hands. 

‘With the half-moon and bright 
floodlamps overhead, the plaza was 
drenched with light. Tens of thous- 
ands streamed towards the Jewish 
quarter through all the gates — 
Orthodox men with several weeks' 
growth of beard, stylishly dreased 
tourists, young people in jeans hold- 
ing hands. 

Although there was some ὕΣι- 
ashamed weeping close to the wall, 
where mourners sat on mats and 
read Kinnot for the ravaged Temple, 
most of the people were dry-eyed 
and many were smiling. Even some 
of the Orthodox disregarded the tra- 
ditional injunction against greeting 
friends, and waved to people they 
had not for years. 

“] still feel It, even though I've 
been to the Kotel a hundred times,” 
said a young yeshiva student. “But 
I guess there still is the temptation 
to take what we have for granted,

Plans to settle Shilo have al- 
ready been brought to the attention 
of ministers and “serious meetings” 
are to begin this week. In the 
fortnight that precedei the attempt 
to settle Sebastie, leaders of the 
settler movement and the orthodox 
Emunim bloc that organized the 
group met with Premier Yitzhak 
Rabin, Defence Minister Shimon 
Peres and Minister without Portfolio

At Shilo, the Holy Ark and the 
Tabernacle rested before being 
transferred to Jerusalem.

1,000 yeara old. 

The Emunim bloc has also begun 
orgenizing two other settlements.

HANDOVER TALKS ~ 


LISBON (UPI). — President An- 
tonio de Spinola said yesterday 
that Portugal would immediately 
begin the process of handing over 
power to its Afriean territories. 

In a nation-wide television ad- 
dress, Spinola said: “We are now 
open to all initiatives to start plan- 
ning and executing the process of 
decolonization in Africa with the 
immediate acceptance of the right 
to political independence, to be pro- 
claimed in terms and dates to be 
agreed upon. 

“We are ready from now on to 
initiate the process of the transfer 
of power to the populations of 
Portugal's overseas territories, who 
are recognized capable of it, namely 
(Portuguese) Guinea, Angola and 
Mozambique. 

“This ig the historic moment the 
oucreees territories and the world 

ve been waiting for, peace in 
Portuguese Africa, finally achieved 
with justice and freedom.” 

President Spinola said that the 
reasons for fighting had ended, and 
“the forces of both sides can now 
shake hands as comrades in arms 
and brothers of the Portuguese- 
speaking world” 

The black and white populations 
of the African territories “have no- 
thing to fear, because we consider 
ourselves in a position to comfort 


them with the assurance that the 
authorities of the mew countries 
will honour justice in accordance 
with their multi-racial statutes.” 

Spinola's speech comes shortly 
before the arrival in Lisbon of U.N. 
Secretary-General Kurt Waldheim. 
Waldheim, due to arrive in the Por- 
tuguese capital about mid-week, a 
government spokesman said, will be 
holding discussions about the future 
of the African territories with Spi- 
ποῖα, Premier Vasco Goncalves and 
Foreign Minister Mario Soares. 

Portugal has been fighting against 
African liberation movements in the 
three territories for the last 13 
years. The wears have cost the 
country at least 3,000 lives. About 
half its annual $4 billion budget 
has been allocated for the military 
forces, 

‘There have not been any guerrilla 
operations in Guinea since mid-May, 
but attacks have continued in Mo- 
zambique. 

Barly last week, Admiral Antonio 
Rosa Coutinho, the youngest mem- 
ber of the Portuguese junta, went 
to Angola to head his own military 
junta to prepare the country for 
self-government. 

In Mozambique the Overseas Min- 
ister, Antonio de Almeida Santos. 
said a similar junta would be set 
up there.

BELFAST. — Five explosions ripped 
the County Antrim town of Port- 
gienone yesterday, in the second 
Trish Republican Army bomb at- 
tack in Northern Ireland within the 
past week. Shouted warnings from 
the Provisional IRA men who plant- 
ed the bombs enabled police to 
evacuate the downtown area and 
prevented casualties, the police said. 

Gunmen dumped explosives-laden 
suitcases in four Portglenone pubs 
and abandoned a car bomb in the 
‘town's main street, police said. Port- 
glenone is 48 km. north of here. 

Police said they traded shots for 
15 minutes with three gunmen they 
discovered loading an estimated 800 
pounds of explosives in milk cans 
aboard αὶ car hijacked near Antrim, 
32 kms. north of here. 

After the police shot out the tires 
of their car, the gunmen escaped 
into a nearby wood, police said. 

In earlier IRA attacks, downtown 
Belfast was rocked Thursday with 
seven “proxy bombs,” and a bomb 
exploded late Friday night in a 
multi-storey car park at London’s 
Heathrow Airport, some 200 metres 
from the main international ter- 
minal,

French to drill 
for oil in Iran 


TEHERAN (Reuter). — The Na- 
tional Iranian Oil Company (NIOC) 
yesterday accorded the Compagnie 
‘Francaise des Petroles (CFP) rights 
to prospect for oil over 8,000 square 
kms. in southern Iran, 

A NIOC spokesman said CFP 
paid a $6m. cash bonus for the 15- 
year agreement and undertook to 
spend at least $40m. during a five- 
year exploration period. 

The company also agreed to pay 
Iran §$5m. for the first 35 million 
barrels extracted and a further 
$5m. when total production reached 
70 milHon barrels. Iran will sell 45 
per cent of the oil produced at a 


five per cent discount on market —
